SHACKLETON RETURNS 
AND ISSUES WARNING 


Sees Possibility of An- 
other Khartum Unless 
Relief Is Sent — British 
to Dispatch Reinforce- 
ments. 


London, April 3.—(By the Associ- 
ated Press.)—The curtain was raised 
for the British public on the posi- 
tion of the allied armies in North 
Russia for the first time this aft- 
ernoon. The serious situation in 
the Murmansk region and the at- 
tempt by the Bolsheviki to drive 
the allied troops on the Archangel 
front into the sea are the cause 
of much anxiety. The London aft- 
ernoon papers circulated posters 
through the streets with startling 
phrases ,of which “The British Army 
Imperiled,” was typical. 

The public bought the papers ea- 
gerly, having no idea which army 
was referred to. Some of the pa- 
pers declared that another Kut sur- 
render or Khartum tragedy threat- 
ened. 

Sir Ernest Shackleton, the ex- 
plorer, who has: just returned from 
tussia, where he superintended the 
winter outfitting and feeding of the 
expedition, confirmed the danger to 
the allied position and armies. He 
is credited. with: stirring British of- 
ficials into a keener realization. of 
the seriousness of the position in 
Russia. 

He declares in an interview that 
both fronts are in danger, and that 
the Bolshevist peril is a very real 
one because the entente forces are 
outnumbered by disciplined and 
well-armed and well-equipped troops 
in close touch with the allies ex- 
tended, but by no means strong, 
front. 

“We must avoid the possibility 
of another Khartum,” says Sir Er- 
nest. He urges the need of sending 
reinforcements immediately. These 
he asserts can reach Murmansk from 
England in less than a week. 


BRITISH TROOPS SENT 
TO MURMANSK. 

London, April 3.—The situation 
in the Murmansk region of north- 
ern Russia is giving the British mil- 
itary authorities considerable anx- 
jety. Announcement was made to- 
day that British reinforcements will 
follow immediately the American 
troops now on the way to nofth 
Russia. © 

The Murmansk region is the 
northern coast of the Kola penin- 
sula which is across the White sea 
from Archangel. The:town of Mur- 
is on the railroad running 
southward, fpom Kola through Kem 
to Petrograd. 

There has been no fighting recent- 
ly in the Murmansk region, most of 
the activity in northern Russia be- 
ing confined to the front south of 
Archangel. Announcement was 
made several days ago that ‘several 
American engineer units had left 
England for northern Russia. 


ALLIES REPULSE 
BOLSHEVIK DRIVE. 

Archangel, Tuesday, April 1—(By 
the Associated Press.)—Repeated 
Bolshevik attacks along the front 
line and both the right and left 
flank positions controlling Odozer- 
skaia were repulsed today by allied 
forces. The Americans, French, Brit- 
ish and Russians, who, either sepa- 
rately or together, are holding po- 
sitions throughout this territory, 
which is a little over one hundred 
miles south of Archangel, have ev- 
erywhere held their lines intact. 

The Bolsheviki, in spite of ‘their 
heavy losses yesterday, attacked the 
railroad front south of Odozerskaia 
at 10 o’clock this morning, but they 
failed. Allied forces east of Bol- 
shoia Czera, where Americans, Rus- 
sians and British are fighting, were 
under attack all day yesterday at 
a point 15 miles west of Odozer- 
skaia and four separate assaults 
were made there again early this 
morning. All broke down under the 
allied fire. According to Bolshevik 
prisoners the enemy is somewhat 
demoralized because of his heavy 
losses during the past two days. 

In the Seletzkoe sector, forty miles 
east of Odozerskaia, the allied ad- 
vance posts were attacked by «a 
strong enemy patrol this morning. 
but the Bolsheviki were driven back 
by machine gun fire, losing two kill- 
and a number wounded. Se- 
letzskoe protects the allied flank

‘Mystery of Disappearance 
of Mrs. Ruby Haynes 


Alleged Soulmate Are 
Found in Griffin Hotel. 


Upon her arrival in Atlanta from 
Griffin, Ga., last night Mrs. Ruby 
Il. Haynes, the young bride of six 
months, who has been missing since 
last Tuesday, was jailed on the 
complaint of her husband, George 
Haynes, an employee of the Reed 
Oil company, who also had C. E. 
Christy, of Baltimore, Md., an al- 
leged affinity, held undef a bond of 
$1,000 on the charge of kidnaping. 
However, he experienced a change 
of heart and about one hour later he 
returned, withdrew the charge 
against her and got her out. 

“She deserves some punishment,” 
he said earlier in the night. “I 
have often heard that she has been 
going around with other men, and 
now I have proof of it. I want her 
sent to the Home of the Good Shep- 
herd in Cincinnati, and be given a 
chance to reform.” 

When he returned to get her out 
he gave no reason for his change of 
mind except to say that he thought 
it best not to let her stay in jail. 

The astrange disappearance was 
solved by the Griffin police early 
Thursday, when they located Mrs. 
Haynes and Christy in a _ hotel, 
where, it is alleged, they were regis- 
tered as man and wife. They also 
arrested Mrs. Eva Barnes, a piano 
player in a movie house in that city, 
and Herman Chandler, a traveling 
salesman of Philadelphia, in connec- 
tion with the case.

BLANQUET 10 AID 
REVOLT IN MEXICO 


Plans to Overthrow Car- 
ranza, Re-establish Con- 
stitution of 1857 and Re- 
voke Confiscatory De- 
crees. 


New York, April 3.—General Au- 
relio Blanquet, Mexican minister of 
war during the administration of 
President Victoriano Huerta, and 
described as second in command to 
General Felix Diaz, recently report- 
ed as having undertaken a revolu- 
tionary movement against President 
Carranza, has arrived safely in 
Mexico “after a very dangerous 
trip,” according to an announcement 
made here today by Robert O. Gay- 
on, his secretary. 

Blanquet was accompanied by 
General Juan Montano, chief of 
staff; General Enrique Gonzales, 
chief of artillery; Colonel Francisco 
Traslosheros, judge advocate: Col- 
onel Luis Acosta, Captain Guillermo 
Rosas, and two other Mexican offi- 
cers of the old federal army, ac- 
cording to Gayon. 

To Reorganize Forces. 

The purpose of General Blan- 
| quet’s return, Mr. Gayon said, was 
to reorganize the Diaz forces, over- 
throw the Carranza government and 
re-establish the constitution of 1857, 
which he says was repudiated by 
Carranza, and revoke the alleged 
confiscatory decrees of ‘the present 
government. 

General Blanquet had been living 
in New York with his family for 
the last four years, sailed for Ha- 
vana, Cuba, from this city January 
8. Gayon said that he understands 
that the motor sloop, which regis- 
ters less than 100 tons, also carried 
some munitions, but that they were 
not obtained in this country. 

The Diaz forces are officially 
known as the national reorganiza- 
tion army of Mexico. Mr. Gayon 
states that they now control three 
small ports—Tonola, Tuxpam and 
Nautia—the latter being captured 
about a month ago. 

General Blanquet first saw mili- 
tary service at the age of 15, when 
he enlisted in the republican army 
and fought with the liberals against 
the Maximilian empire until the 
downfall of Maximilian and his ex- 
ecution in 1867. In 1887 he fought 
against the Yaqui Indians in Sonora 
and a year later engaged in a cam- 
paign against the bandit Heraclio 
Bernal. From 1894 to 1904 the gen- 
eral fought in Yucatan against the 
Mayas. 

He Arrested Madero. 

During the Madero revolution, he 


took a prominent part in nearly all 
the actions of the federal army in 


states of Peubla, Guerrero, Morelos, 
Chihuahua, Durango and Cohuila, 
achieving fame for himself and the 
20th battalion which he commanded.

At the close of the introduction of 
testimony opposing counsel agreed 
to waive argument ofthe evidence 
and the board immediately retired 
to make up its decision, which was 
reached after about twenty minutes’ 
deliberation. 

The defense was represented by 
W. H. Terrell and A. C. Corbett, 
with the assistance of Branch & 
Howard, counsel for six other ac- 
cused firemen awaiting trial, while 
the prosecution was conducted by 
Aldine Chambers and W. Paul Car- 
penter, assistant United States dis- 
trict attorney. One other fireman 
has not secured counsel. 

But few witnesses were used by 
either side, and the testimony was 
brief, much of the time of the hear- 
ing béing consumed by attorneys in 
the argument of technical points 
before the board. 

Fireman Fleming was the first of 
the men under charges to be placed 
on trial. The hearing was held at

AMERICAN TROOPS 
KILL FIVE BANDITS 
ON MEXICAN SIDE 


Marfa, Texas, April 3.—Five of the 
nine bandits belonging to the fa- 
mous “Chico Cano” band were killed 
by eighth cavalry troops on the 
Mexican side of the Rio Grande yes- 
terday after Cano’s gang crossed 
to the American side Tuesday night, 
raided a ranch and drove off cattle, 
horses and mules. 

When the troops of Captain Mat- 
lack and Captain Broadhead’s com- 
mands returned from Mexico yes- 
terday they brought Cano’s spurs, 
saddles belonging to the Mexican 
bandits and a quantity of arms, am- 
munition and supplies. Three of the 
five Mexicans killed were identi- 
fied as belonging to Cano’s band 
and it. is believed Cano escaped 
when the bandit rendezvous was 
charged by the American soldiers.

Columbus, Ga., April 3.—The strike 
of textile workers in the Columbus 
mills was ended today bg vote of 
the workers, J. J. Thomas, an or- 
ganizer of the United Textile work- 
ers, announced tonight. The work- 
ers, who went out nearly two 
months ago, demanding an eight- 
hour day, will immediately apply 
for re-employment, Thomas said. 
There are about 8,000 workers in 
this section.

WILL RECONSIDER 
POLICY OF PRICES 


Whole Matter Has Been 
Sent Back to Board for 
Further , Consideration, 
Says Secretary Glass. 


Washington, April 3.—Conflict be- 
tween the industrial board of the 
department of commerce and the 
railroad administration over steel 
prices has developed a new ques- 
tion of whether the board shall at- 
tempt to arrange prices with basic 
industries at which the public shall 
be asked to make purchases. 

Reconsideration of the entire pol- 
icy of the board, with possible con- 
sequent withdrawal or revision .6f 
the steel prices already announted, 
has been decided upon. “Conferences 
will start tomorrow between repre- 
sentatives of the board and the rail- 
road administration on which it is 
believed will depend the future ac- 
tivities of the board. 

It developed today, that the 
lengthy conference yesterday, at- 
tended by several cabigét members 
and the heads of all the important 
government purchasing agencies, 
decided to recommit to the board 
the “entire matter” involved in the 
refusal of the railroad administra- 


tion to accept the new steel prices. | 
| It was said that there was no in-/| 
| tention to recommit only the con- 


troversy with the railroad adminis- 
tration, and Chairman Peek’s amend- 
ment to the official statement is- 
sued by Secretary Glass, in whose 
office the meeting was held, was 
declared by the treasury head to 
have been unauthorized and not to 
reflect the sentiment of the confer- 
ence. 
Two Opposing Camps. 

Director General Hines refused to- 
day to comment on the controversy. 

Publication by the board for the 
public guidance of a list of steel 
prices which had not been accepted 
by the railroad administration and 
insistence that the latter should ac- 
cept the prices after they were pub- 
lished seem to be the points at is- 
sue, which have divided government 
officials into two opposing camps 
on the question of price fixing. 

As originally constituted, accord- 
ing to official announcements made 
at the time, the board was intended 
to be an instrument of mediation

purchasing agencies, to see whether 
prices could be made sufficiently at- 
tractive to Induce the government 
to purchase “freely.” It was de- 
clared by men active in the crea- 
tion of the board that it was not in- 
tended that the board should indorse 
prices for the public, but that the 
acceptance of new prices by the 
government wastobethe assurance 
of the public that they were consid- 
ered fair on the basis of known costs. 

When the new steel prices were 
arranged, the railroad administra- 
tion gave notice through its repre- 
sentative on the board, T. C. Powell, 
that they were not acceptable to the 
largest purchaser of steel in the 
United States.

W. Butts, executive officer of the 
field, were killed late today in a 
fall of about 200 feet. Colonel Dick- 
man is a son of Major General Dick- 
man, commanding the third army of 
occupation on the Rhine. 

The two officers, Majer Butts as 
pilot and Colonel Dickman in the 
second seat, had gone up for their 
usual afternoon flight and had made 
the last turn of the field prepara- 
tory to landing. From the ground 
it appeared that Major Butts at- 
tempted to turn. The wind was com- 
ing in erratic gusts and apparently 
caught the airplane with full force 
of the current in such a way as 
to lift the tail vertically into the 
air. 


Was Nose Dive. 
The usual nose dive followed, jerk- 
ing the plane into a Vertical posi- 


tion, and it crashed to earth. Had 
the airplane been higher up there 


would in all probability been time 
for it to have “flattened out” and 
glided safely on. Before it could 
be righted, however, the plane hit 
the earth with a crash that smashed 
it to bits. Officers and men rush- 
ed up. The two flyers were breath- 
ing, but unconscious and both died 
within a few minutes. 

Both Colonel Dickman and Major 
Butts were graduates of West Point, 
and each leaves a widow and one 
child residi here. Colonel Dick- 
man came ~-.e January 10, succeed- 
ing Major Carlisle Wash as com- 
mandant. Colonel Dickman was 35 
years old and an expert flyer. 

Major Butts, a native of Cisco, 
Texas, was 28 years old. He was 
noted as a fine athlete and an ex- 
pert riflemen and revolver shot. 

Several officers who chanced to 
be near the scene rushed to the 
ship when it fell and succeeded in 
extracting the injured men from the 
wreckage. Both were badly mashed 
up, Colonel Dickman’s head and 
shoulders being crushed. Major 
Butts had many bones broken. 
Shortly after being taken to the 
post hospital, both men died without 
regaining consciousness. 

Schoficld Takes Command. 

Following the accident Major Earl 
S. Schofield, executive officer at 
the aviation general supply depot, 
assumed command of the post, and 
a strict censorship was established, 
which prevented visitors entering 
the flying field reservation. Offi- 
cers declined to discuss the acci- 
dent. 

The bodies of the two dead offi- 
cers were taken in charge by a local 
undertaker and prepared for ship- 
ment and burial, but early tonight 
the funeral arrangements had not 
been announced.

Slayer Goes to Police Sta- 
tion, Accompanied by His 
Lawyer, and Surrenders 
Early Thursday After-,| 
noon. 


SHOT IN SELF-DEFENSE, 
HE TELLS THE POLICE 


Woodward Had Been 
Told That Mills Had 
Threatened His Life 
Some Time Ago, It Is 
Stated. 


Stating that he had shot only in 
self-defense, Floyd Woodward, aged 
28 years, gave himelf up to the po- 
lice at 3 o’clock on Thursday after- 
noon, following the death of icdward 
P. Mills in the Ansley hotel on 
Wednesday night. 

Woodward arrived at the police 
station Thursday afternoon, ac- 
companied by his attorneys, John| 
Y. Smith and J. O. Ewing. He was! 
taken before Chief Beavers, but had 
little to say himself, allowing the 
full statement as to his complicity 
in the affair to be made by Attorney 
Smith. 

It was stated that Woodward had 
been advised by various individauls 
that Mills intended to kill him when 
they next met. These warnings are 
said to have been given during the 
past week or ten days, and Mr. 
Smith said that his client had been 
forced to kill Mills in Order to pro- 
tect his own life. 

Secures Attorneys. 

He stated that Woodward had not 
confessed earlier, owing:to the fact 
that he wished to have his attorneys 
present when he gavé himself up to 
the police. Following the shooting, 
which occurrde shortly after 9 
o’clock on the ninth floor of the 
Ansley, Woodward had. conferred 
with friends and, on Thursday morn- 
ing, had engaged Mr. Smith as at- 
torney.

Mills steadfastly refused to 
divulge the name of his assailant 
both to those who reached his side 
first at the hotel and to attendants 
at Grady and to the police. He died 
stating that he would die game and 
that, although he knew who shot 
him, he would not tell the name. At 
one time he murmured the name 
“Frank” and it is understood ‘hat 
the police are following this clew, 
stating that they know to whom 
Mills was referring. 

Ordered Out of Hotel. 

Mills was seen by the house de- 
tective at the Ansley shortly before 
the shooting. He had been ordered 
to stay out of the hotel on account 
of previous trouble with the police.

To Complete Draft 


Of Covenant Today 


Paris, April 3.—The league of 
nations drafting committee has 
completed fifteen vrticles of the 
league of nations covenant, 
which now contains twenty-sev- 
en articles. It is not known 
what the additional article is. 

The committee probably will 
finish its draft tomorrow, which % 
will be in French and English 
in parallel columns. 

A full meeting of the league 
commission will be held prob- 
ably Saturday to consider the 
revised covenant, @e4ch doubt- 
less will undergo further 
changes before it is submitted 
to the representatives of the five " 
big nations. 


By the Associated Press. | 
Paris, April 3.—President Wilson 
and Premiers Lloyd-George, Clem- 7 
enceau and Orlando continued their 
discussion at President Wilson's res- 
idence today. Other peace confer\ 
ence organizations also met. : 

All the conferences tended to un< ¥ 
ravel the tangled issues still stand- © 
ing in the way of peace. The meet~- 
ings proceeded amid another wave 
of-apprehension spreading throug 
the conference over lack of any. 
tangible results after the counell of 
four had labored continuously for 
ten days. 

This was accompanied by well 
founded reports from those close in 
touch with the council of four show- 
ing that the situation, while not 
desperate, was at least serious, be- 
cause of radical differences on some 
fundamentals in the settlement of 
Germany’s western, the Franco-Ger- 
man and the eastern Polish fron- 
tiers. 

Demands of France. ‘ 

One of the American experts who 
is constantly being ‘consulted on 
various questions before the council, 
gives the following glimps of what 
is going on behind the scenes: 

“The situation is extremely difft- 
cult, particularly ag regards the 
western frontier of Germany. Pres- 
ident Wilson, ina conciliatory spirit, 
has been willing to do most any- 
thing to assure French security, 
short of the stutification of engage- 
ments made at the time of. the 
armistice. 

“The French have been assured of 
every military protection along the 
Rhine and for 50 kilometers east of 
that river, even to the extent of con- 
sidering that any military activity 
in that section shall be looked upon 
as a hohstiile act. But this is not 
considered enough, and additional 
claims lead to the conviction that 
they are open to construction as 
meaning something more than mili- 
tary security and verging on terri- 
torial control. 

“The president is not willing to 
go that far in creating more Alsace-

peoples. 

King Albert of Belgium figured 
prominently during today’s confer- 
ence. ‘The Belgian monarch called 
on Colonél House at 11 o’clock in 
the morning and later saw Presi- 
dent Wilson before the arrival of 
David Lloyd-George, Premier Clem- 
enceau and Signor Orlando. The 
call of King Albert on Colone! 
House was a decided novelty for 
which veterans of royal procedure 
said there was no precedent. The 
king wore the uniform of comman- 
dler-in-chief of the Belgian army 
and was accompanied by a staff 


officer. He was met at the entrance 
of the residence of Colonel House 


by the colonel himself, who escorted 
him to his private office, where a 
series of conferences constantly is 
going on. 

Interests of Belgium. 

It is understood that King Albert 
drew attention during his talk with 
Colonel House to Belgium’s vital in- 
terests in frontier and other ques- 
tions which are now reaching a cul- 
minating stage and also spoke of 
his inteerst in having Brussels 
chosen as the seat of the league 
of nations. 

A Swiss delegation which called 
on Colonel House after King Albert 
had departed is understood to have 
made offers on behalf of Geneva as 
the seat of the league, which off- 
set the Brussels offer of the royal 
palace. The Swiss offer included a 
tender of an extensive domain .a 
short distance from Geneva border- 
ing the lake. 

French Ideas Gaining. 

Several members of the French 
peace delegation assure The Matin 
that French ideas on the peace 
treaty and other matters are gain- 
ing ground and that an understand- 
ing has been almost, if not entirely, 
reached. 

Regarding the subject of the 
financial demands to be imposed on 
Germany, The Echo de.Paris says 
that the council of four believes 
that Germany will be able tu pay 
immediately six billion francs in 
money of various kinds. Deliveries 
of raw materials and manufactured 
goods from Germany, it says, will 
reach an undetermined sum which 
some optimists estimate will amount 
to thirty billion francs. 

To Hold Left Bank. 

The council of four has virtually 
decided, according to information 
from French’ sources, that the 
left bank of the Rhine will be neu- 
tralized until Germany has paid the 
indemnities fixed by the peace con- 
ference. 

It is understood that French and 
Belgian troops will hold this terri- 
tory, the United States claiming it 
to be impossible to leave American 
troops in Europe after the signa- 
ture of the peace treaty, and Eng- 
land having insufficient effective 
troops to maintain garrisons along 
the Rhine. It is surmised that the 
visit of King Albert of Belgium to 
Paris was not unconnected with the 
share that Belgian troops will he 
asked to undertake in this territory. 

The drafting committee of the 
league of nations commission has 
finished work, but has not passed 
upon the French amendment to ar- 
ticles VIII and IX, as well as 
American and Japanese suggestions 
as to the Monroe doctrine and the 
equality of nationalities. It is ex- 
pected that the league of nations 
commission will meet on Saturday 
to adopt a defnite text of the cove- 
nant. President Wilson will act as 
chairman of the meeting. 

One of the happenings in peace 
conference circles yesterday is al- 
luded to unitedly by The Matin and 
The Journal today as a “great 
event.” The council of four actually 
issued a communique, the newspa- 
pers point out, but it is said “it 
was only to tell us that General 
Smuts is going to investigate Hun- 
gary.” 

The Smuts appointment is one 
which these two and most of the 
other newspapers condemn, instanc- 
ing as a bad omen the manner in 
which General Smuts conducted the 
negotiations in Switzerland early in 
1918 with Count Mensdorff-Pouilly-

In this territory enemy 
outposts were driven back at Piluk 
and the allies captured two prison- 
ers. The allied troops are tired and 
outnumbered, but are fighting a 
stubborn defensive battle in the 
snow, which is rapidly showing signs 
of a thaw under the warm sun- 
Shine. The days are now longer 


than the nights in this region. 
BOLSHEVIKI FAIL 
AT OTHER POINTS. 

London, April 3.—Failure of the 
offensive in the direction of Tuk- 
kum, in Courland, west of Riga, is 
admitted by the Russian soviet gov- 
ernment in a wireless message re- 
ceived today. 

The message adds that fighting 
is in progress in the direction of 
Mitau, southwest of Riga, and in 
a region of Pskov, northeast of 
Riga. 

A resolution demanding the with- 
drawal of all British troops from 
Russia, the raising of the blockade, 
the withdrawal of the military bill 
from parliament and the liberation 
of conscientious objectors was 
adopted by acclamation today by 
the trades union congress. Robert 
Smillie, the leader of the miners, in 
moving the resolution, declared the 
miners would strike for the removal 
of conscription and the raising of 
the blockade. 

Winston Spencer Churchill, secre- 
tary of state for war, announced in 
the house of commons today the 
government had decided to liberate 
conscientious objectors who had 
served two years in prison. 

The northern Caucasus from the 
Black sea to the Caspian sea has 
been entirely cleared of the Bolshe- 
viki as the result of the successful 
campaign of the army of General 
Denekine in that region in January 
and February, according to an of- 
ficial report issued here. The anti- 
Bolshevik leaders, oe having 
ceased, are forming new forces of 
Cossacks and other natives. 

The report says that in the cap- 
ture of Viadikavkas on January 28 
by the troops under General Shkuro, 
completed the campaign against the 
Bolsheviki in which 50,000 prison- 
ers, more than 2,000 guns, 350 ma- 
chine guns, 100 locomptives and 
thousands of railway cars were 
taken. 

A report from Odessa on February 
13 said that the army of General 
Denekine in reaching the Caspian 
sea, had scattered a Bolshevik army 
of 100,000 men, of whom more than 
31,000 were made prisoners,

Debs, the socialist leader sentenced 
to ten years’ imprisonment for vio-

The request is signed by Frank

and Alan Benson. It has not been 
brought to the arrention of Presi- 
dent Wlson, it was learned today. 

Should a respite be granted, it 
would stay the execution of Debs’ 
ten-year prison sentence until the, 
expiration of a stipulated time, dur- | 
ing which consideration would be 
given to a pardon. If it were not 
granted, Debs would be remanded 
to prison immediately. upon certifi- 
cation by the supreme. cgurt of its 
findings upholding his cofiviction. 

The court, after upholding the 
conviction of Debs, refused an ap- 
plication for a rehearing. During 
the pendency of the case before the 
higher court, Debs has been at lib- 
erty under bond. The application 
for clemency to President Wilson is 
his last appeal.

This fact was 
vouched for tonight by representa- 
tives of the Firestone and Goodyear 
Tire companies, who participated in 
the demonstration with their four 
big trucks. Not only was the dem- 
onstration a success in every way, | 
but it: far exceeded the expectations 
of the promoters and demonstrated 
beyond all doubt the practicability 
of motor truck transportation be- 
tween cities. 

_ Thirty-eight trucks participated 
in the demonstration and they had 
a carrying capacity of 100 tons. All 
of the trucks were loaded on the 
outgoing trip and some of them 
brought back loads of freight, 
though the majority came in empty 
on the return trip.

“The interest 
by the people along the various 
routes was all that could have been 
hoped for and everywhere the 
trucks went they were greeted by 
large crowds who evinced much in- 
terest in the new method of trans- 
portation. The truck experts were 
closely questioned about the trucks 
and, while no effort was made to 
sell trucks, it is certain that to- 
day’s demonstration will result in 
a large number of new trucks be- 
ing put into service in this section 
of the state. We found the roads in 
first-class condition, the fact that 
there was not a breakdown of any 
consequence and only one puncture 
sustained during the hundreds of 
miles traversed by the heavily-load- 
ed trucks speaks volumes for the 
future of the truck industry.” 

While figures had not been com- 
piled tonight, it was estimated that 
freight valued at $5,000 was carried 
out of Macon this morning to towns 
along the routes. Most of it was 
consigned by wholesale’ grocery 
houses and packing companies. Stu- 
dents from the Mercer School of 
Commerce looked after the shipping 
end of the demonstration and saw 
that the freight was properly un- 
loaded and receipted for.

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TROOPS 
CHECK STRIKES 


Spartacan Riots Seem to 
Have Been Put Down by 
Energetic Action of the 
Government. 


“Berlin, April 2.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—The strikes both at 
Stuttgart and in the Ruhr district 
seem to have been checked by the 
energeticaction of the government 


_by the prompt use of troops, mar- 


tial law and other salutary means. 

Official reports from Stuttgart, 
summarizing the situation. there, 
say that serious violence is reported 
only from Esslingen, where the 
Spartacans seized weapons and auto- 
mobiles, but surrendered them after 
negotiations. The large number of 
non-residents among the strikers 
was one of the features of the up- 
rising, going to prove that the move- 
ment was, as claimed, purely a po- 
litical effort of the radicals and in- 
dependents to overthrow the gov- 
ernment. 

The strikers at Stuttgart assem- 
bled frequently yesterday, despite 
the martial law regulations, but 
were dispersed. The leaders were 


. arrested by the troops, and the gov- 


ernment was master of the situation 
by nightfall. The troops behaved 
splendidly, though some of them 
received rough treatment. 

In the Ruhr district, for a time, 
the strike was extended by several 
thousand, but the danger of a gen- 
eral strike subsided. The mines 
where the Spartacans prevail are 
still closed, but in those sections 
where the union miners and the ma- 
jority socialists are in control, the 
men refused to close down. Many 
decided to await developments, in 
the meantime continuing their work. 

The situation at Frankfort is 
quiet again. The number of victims 
of the riot had reached sixteen, but 
this number will probably be aug- 
mented, as some of the wounded can- 
not hope to live. The funeral of the 
four men who were killed took place 
this morning. The damage from 
plundering is estimated to aggregate 
several million marks. 


TROOPS MOVE 
ON FRANKFORT. 

Coblenz, April 3.—(By the. Asso- 
ciated Press.)—German troops op- 
posite the Coblenz bridgehead be- 
Zan moving early Thursday toward 
Frankfort, where a Spartdcan revo- 
lution has been causing disorder. 

Before entering Frankfort, which 
is in the neutral zone beyond the 
French bridgehead based on May- 
ence, the German militafty authori- 
ties had to obtain permission from 
the French tenth army. 

According to information reach- 
ing American headquartcrs here the 
trouble in Frankfort became serious 
Tuesday. The workmen formed 
groups in the streets and eventual- 
ly a mob of more than 10,000 began 
parading through the streets. The 
mob stormed a large warehouse and 
the members helped themselves to 
the food stored there. Hundreds 
filled baskets and sacks with food 
of various kinds. | | \ 

Street fighting followed an a%- 
tempt by the local authorities to 
gain control of the situation. The 
German troops opposite the Ameri- 
can bridgehead were then called on 


for help. 


Many persons are reported to 


have been killed in the fighting in 
Frankfort Monday and Tuesday. 
In street fighting Tuesday, which 
lasted several hours, four women 
are known to have been killed and 
a large number of civilians are re- 
ported to have been wounded.

Exchange Telegraph dispatch dated 
Wednesday in Berlin, transmitting 
reports received here.

GERMAN GOVERNMENT 
VERY UNSTABLE. 

Paris, April 3—(By the Asso0- 
clated Press.)—Competent German 
and foreign observers are chary of 
making any definite prediction of 
what will| come out of the politica) 
and economic disorders and devel- 
opments in revolutionary Germany. 

The former Berlin correspondent 
of the Associated Press, returning 
to Paris after six weeks devoted to 
a study of conditions in Germany, 
left that country, however, with the 
distinct impression that the tenure 
of thé present coalition government 
was by no means secure, although 
it is for the moment in control of 
the situation; that there is no al- 
ternative except that a radical so- 
cialist administration with a strong 
drift toward a soviet republic is 
possible if the present government 
fails; that a renewal of Spartacan 
activities against the present regi- 
ment by further strikes and upris- 
ings is almost certain; that although 
the great mass of people are opposed 
to a Bolshevik government they can 


count only upon the comparatively 
small force of Noske volunteer 
troops to keep down this insurrec- 
tionary movement, the masses at 
present being politically too anemic 
and apathetic to give more than 
passive support in an emergency; 
that while the 
been able to handle the Spartacan 
insurgents so long as they can take 
sectional uprisings in turn, success 
would be idifficult if the Spartacans 
and their independent socialist al- 
lies should be able to stage a really 
general strike and insurrection. 

If the Spartacan leadership is not 
able to organize such a widespread 
movement the government probably 
will be able to maintain itself until 
peace is signed. 

BUDAPEST ORDERLY 
UNDER NEW RULE. 

Budapest, via Vienna, Sunday, 
March 30.—(By the Associated 
Press.)—Communist Budapest is or- 
derly and the government is putting 
forth every effort to sfabilize con- 
ditions. There are pessimists, how- 
ever, who declare the government 
will endure legs than a month, it 
being pointed out that its success 
will be partially dependent upon the 
success Of the Russian Bolshevik 
army to lestablish a corridor from 
Kiev to Budapest by way of Bess- 
arabia and Bukowina. 

Bela Kun, the foreign minfster, 
receives hundreds of telegrams of 
an official nature every day, among 
them being messages from Nikolai 
Lenine, the Russian Bolshevik pre- 
mier.

TO USE FOUR MOTORS 
ON ATLANTIC FLibtT 


Washington, April 3.—Experi- 
ments are under way at the naval 


air station at Rockaway Beach, L. 
L, to determine the number of Lib- 
erty motors which will drive the 
naval seaplanes on the proposed 
flight across the Atlantic ocean 
next month. The three N-C type 
of planes now in commission were 
designed for three engines, but of- 
ficers in charge of preparations for 
the flight believe it will be possible 
to ddd a fourth motor, giving each 
plane 1,600 horsepower. 

Four motors will be carried by 
the N-C 4 now being completed at 
Garden City, L I., and most orfi- 
cers favor the use of this number 
on the flight, both because of the 
increased power and because the 
planes could be better managed in 
the event one motor went out of 
commission during the voyage. 

It was indicated today at the navy 
department that the number of ma- 
chines to leave New Foundland 
would depend largely upon whether 
any of those in commission were 
smashed during the preliminary 
tests or on the trip from Rockaway 
to the “jumping off” place. From 
this it was inferred that it was 
planned to start three and possibly 
all four of the N-C type craft. 

After a base has been selected at 
New Foundland by officers now on 
the destroyer Barney, which is held 
at Halifax by ice flows, materials 
will be transported there on naval 
ships and a force set to work pre- 
paring the ground for the coming 
of the machines. Weather condi- 
tions may hold the planes at the 
starting point several days and 
hangars must be prepared for them. 

Naval officials here are watching 
with keen interest the preparation 
being made by Harry G. Hawker 
and Lieutenant Commander Mac- 
kenzie Grieve for their projected 
flight from New Foundland to Ire- 
land in a Sopwith airplane and they 
were not surprised by the news that 
it had been found necessary to de- 
lay the start beyond April 1, the 
first date set. This machine still 
may be the first to undertake the 
trans-Atlantic voyage as there is 
no evidence that the navy depart- 
ment intends to hasten the start of 
its flight.

GERMANS MOBILIZED 
N NORTHERN SILESIA 


Geneva, April 3.—Field Marshal 
von Hindenburg, with a large staff, 
has arrived at Cliwice, northern 
Silesia, and, cuntrary to the terms 
of the armistice, has ordered a gen- 
eral mobilization in that region, ac- 
cording to dispatches to The Journal 
de Geneve. 

The Polish agency at Lausanne 
states that the Germans are sys- 
tematically destroying the industries 
of upper Silesia and taking every- 
thing away from the factories. Ow- 
ing to the seriousness of the sit- 
uation, Ignace Jan Paderewski, the 
Polish premier, has postponed his 
visit to Paris, it is said.

Chattmnooga, Tenn., April 3.—‘It 
is the duty of the people of the 
United States to stand behind Presi- 
dent Wilson and accept the league 
of nations as he has wrought it,” 
declared Senator Kenneth D. McKel- 
lar tonight in a speech delivered at 
a mass meeting in a local theater 
here tonight. After vm canvass of 
the state of Tennessee, he said, he 
wired President Wilson in Paris 
several days ago that 90 per cent 
of the people of this state are be- 
hind him and the league. 

The senator spoke vigorously in 
favor of bringing about some plan 
to establish perpetual peace and 
end the sacrifices of war for all 
time.

New York, April 3.—Royal Dutch- 
Shell Oil interests have acquired 
control of the Mexican Eagle Com- 
pany, Ltd., a Lord Cowdray prop- 
erty with oil concessions in five 
states in Mexico, according to a 
cable message received here today 
at the New York offices of the lat- 
ter concern. 

Announcement of the closing of

If, by the 
purchase of a single share of stock, a 
man could step into the offices ofa 
great company, like the United 
States Steel corporation, and demand 
possession of the books for as long 
a time as he might take to g0 
through them, we can readily imag- 
ine the result and the confusion 


that might follow. 

I have known instances in which, 
through the ownership of a few 
shares of stock, and without any 
other reasons than those thata 
blackmailer usually has, the holders 
of these few shares have made them- 


selves so troublesome to the corpo- 
ration that, in order to get rid of 
them a payment to cover their 
“nuisance value” has been made. 
This is so despicable that those en- 
gaged in it usually bide their opera- 
tions under the pretext of seeking 
the welfare of shareholders or of re- 
ee the conduct of a corpora- 
tion. 

Few people realize how much of 
this kind of blackmailing has been 
attempted. It accounts in a measure 
for the care with which the affairs 
of corporations are safeguarded, and 
is the reason why their books are 
not open to complaining stockhold- 
ers without real grievances. Cor- 
porations should make fair and en- 
lightening reports to their stock- 
holders at regular intervals. They 
will lose nothing by taking share- 
holders, as partners in their con- 
cern, intotheir confidence as far as 
conditions will juestify, but beyond 
this they should not go, for the in- 
terests of the majority must first 
be considerded. 

No shareholder should eomplain if 
he doesn’t assert his rights asa 
partner in the concern and attend 
the annual meeting of stockholders 
and vote for such directors as have 
deserved his confidence.

Dr. Owens to direct the important 


work. 

Dr. Owens will be granted 2 leave 
of absence from the Southern Com- 
mercial Congress and will soon un- 
dertake this vital step in practical 
Par-Americanism. He is empow-

Based on Previous Work. 

This high honor conferred upon 
Dr. Owens is based -wpon his work 
along similer lines for the United 
States. was appointed by Presi- 
dent Wilson in 1913 as a member of 
the United States commission on 
rural finance and he served also 
as director general of the American 
commission with which the United 
States commission co-operated in the 
survey of agricultural organization 
in eighteen countries of Europe. 
Based upon this evidence, the feder- 
al farm loan act was passed by con- 
gress and approved by the president 
July 17, 1916. 

As it is well known, the federal 
farm loan act has to a large degree 
financed American agriculture, and 
rendered a vital service during the 
world war, for the law makes liquid 
forty billions of wealth and makes 
an acre of land the basis of credit 
for a long-time mortgae loan at 
a lew rate of interest and on the 
amortization plan. There are ap- 
proximately four thousand farm loan 
associations in the United States 
operating under the law and more 
than two hundred millions of dol- 
lars have. been loaned to date by the 
twelve great regional banks and 
the system ig still in its infancy. 

Dr. Owens ia often referred to as 
the “Father of the Federal Farm 
Loan Svstem,” since he assembled 
the American commission from thir- 
ty-six states and five Canadian 
provinces for the European survey; 
secured the incorporation of the

{tial literature published by the 
government on the subject: had the 
privilege from President Wilson of

TO WRITE WAR NOVEL 


oer 


London, March 25.—(Special Cor- 
respondence.) — Another 
British author who will make copy 
(and fine copy it should be) of 
his war experiences, as he already 
has done of those that came his way 
in previous campaigns, is Lieuten- 
ant Colonel William Price Drury, 
whose many lively novels include 
those oddly named ones, “The Tad- 
pole of an Archangel” and “The 
Petrified Eve.” 

Colonel Drury, who also collabo- 
rated in writing that immensely suc- 
cessful naval play, “The Flag Lieu- 
tenant,” had, previous to the war, 
served for many years in the Royal 
Marine Light infantry, and had also 
been a member of the naval intélli- 
gence department. He has the re- 
markable record, probably unique, 
of having served during the Euro- 
pean war on the réspective staffs 
of the military and naval 
in the one command. Only & “svi- 
dier and sailor, too,” as Kipling 
called the marine, could have accom- 
plished such a feat. 

In the first winter of the war, 
Colonel Drury was in command of 
an anti-aircraft battery in a hut on 
one of the creeks of Portsmouth 
harbor. He was then transferred 
to the staff of the general officer 
cominanding at Plymouth as garri- 
sion intelligence officer. One of his 
jobs in this capacity was spy-hunt- 
ing on lonely Dartmoor by night. 
From that he went on to the staff 
of the naval commander-in-chief at 
Devonport in connection with the 
U-boat campaign. 

Much Material. 

These experiences have furnished 
him with a tremendous amount of 
material, which he is planning to 
utilize in a series of sea novels. He 
is at present finishing his eighth 
volume of short stories. 

Colonel Drurv, whose other nove 
els include “The Passing of the 
Flagship” and “The Shadow on the 
Quarterback.” carried on the sea- 
faring tradition of his family. for 
he is the son of a naval, and the 
grandson of a royal marine officer.

There is a saying, and a very cruel one, that “nobody loves a fat 
man.” That is about to be refuted, for there is no more beloved char- 
acter of the film than “Fatty” Arbuckle. He is always having apparent 
hard luck with his sweethearts, and even with his wives, but people 
roar with sympathetic laughter every time he is in trouble, and if these 
same people heard “Fatty” had a real sorrow they would be willing to 
contribute to anything from a heart of roses for his grave to a good 
support for the “chee-ild,” if there happened to be one.

It is a funny thing about the attitude of the average man about 
fat women.

Poached Eggs on Waffles. 


Prepare 21 waffic mixture as fol- 
lows: 

Place one cupful of milk, three- 
quarters cupful of water, one egg, 
two cupfuls of sifted flour, there 
teaspoonfuls of baking powder, one 
teaspoonful of salt, two teaspoon- 
fuls of sugar, one teaspoonful of 
shortening in a mixing bowl and 
beat, using an egg beater, until the 
mixture is free from lumps. Have 
the waffle iron very hot when start- 
ing to bake. When the waffles are 
ready to serve place one quart of 
water, one teaspoonful of salt, one 
tablespoonful of vinegar in a sauce- 
pan and bring to the boiling point. 
Now break the egg on a saucer and 
then slide into the water. Cook 
for four minutes and then lift with 
a skimmed on to a napkin to drain. 
Roll gently on to the waffle and 
cover with two teaspoonfuls of 
cream sauce. Garnish with finely 
chopped parsley. 

Baked Oysters. 

Allow four oysters for each serv- 
ice. Place the oysters in a baking 
dish and then sprinkle with fine 
crumbs and two strips of bacon cut 
in fine pieces, and one tablespoonful 
of grated cheese. Place in a hot 
oven for ten minutes and then serve 
on strips of toast, pouring over the 
oysters the liquid in the dish. Sea- 
son with salt and pepper and gar- 
nish with parsley. 

Yankee Meat Pic. 

It is best to cook the meat on 
Saturday, so that all that need be 
done is to place it in the baking 
dish and cover with the crust.

THREE RAILWAY LINES 
PLANNED BY CARRANZA 


Washington, April 3.—President 
Carranza has asked the extra ses- 
sion of the Mexican congress, which 
has been called to meet May 1, to 


authorize the construction by the 
federal government of three rail- 
way lines and the acquisition of an- 
other railway system, it was learned 
today from official sources. The 
fact that these features were in the 
call for an extra session was not 
sent out from Mexieo City at the 
time the call was made public. 

The congress will be asked to 
appropriate 10,000,000 pesos for the 
purchase of all or a majority of 
the stock of the Yucatan railway 
system, now owned by the Henne- 
quin association. One of the new 
lines will link this system with the 
territory of the Quintana Roo, 
which at present has no railroads. 
The line will run from Peto, Yuca- 
tan, to Bacalar, in the southern part 
of the territory, and to Santa Cruz, 
the chief harbor of the territory on 
the east coast. 

Contemplated by Dias. 

This line was contemplated by 
Porfirio Diaz and surveys were 
made under bis orders. 

Another line, the plan for which 
also dates back to the Diaz admin- 
istration, is proposed to run from 
Santa Lucrecia, in the state of Vera 
Cruz, on the Tehuantepec line pur- 
chased a short time ago from the 
Pearson interests, to Campeche, 
where it will connect with another 
branch of the Yucatan system. This 
line will traverse a portion of the 
state of Chiapas and all of the state 
of Tabasco.

The railroad will also open up to 


delta, which heretofore has been di- 
rectly tributary to the United States 
because of American railways. 

These railroad projects are be- 
lieved by officials here to be a part 
of President Carranza’s program to 
secure for the government the en- 
tire transportation machinery of 
Mexico. There are, except for short 
mining lines, at present only two 
privately owned railroads in Mex- 
ico. One is the Southern Pacific of 
Mexico, and the other is the old line 
from Vera Cruz to Mexico City, 
which was built and is owned by a 
British company. The government 
also has a line from the capital to 
Vera Cruz.
